Story of Insnrgfcnt Defeat In Tliclr 
Attack ou Kictheroy 
Denied. 



Bde.nos Ayres, Fob. 23. —A despatch 
from tho ineurfieut aouroo denies the report 
that the insurgents were defeated in their 
late attack upon Niotheroy. Tb« despatoh 
says on the contrary da Oama disablisd the 
Government batteries and captured' all their 
arms and ammanition. The detpat'oh says 
tho Government troops made an attack upon 
Fort VillogDgon, but were repulsed, their 
lauDohes and boats sunk and four hundred 
men killed. 

London, Feb 23. —The Pull Mall Gazette, 
commenting on Benham's action in pro- 
tectinc; tho Uritiah ship Nasmith whilo ob- 
taining a supply of water in tho harbor of 
Rio, siiya it ia difHoult to understand why 
the British fleet ia at Rio if nob to protect 
British intereats. 

Tho St. James' Guzotto saya : "Surely 
Lord Roaobery doca not luciuiosce in tho 
doctrine that tho aolo right of intervention 
belongs to tho United Statea," and adds, 
"It is humiliating in tho extreme that 
British sailors had to seek American pro- 
tection." 

Tho Globe says : " Admiral Benham Is 
doubtless at liberty to bully tho insurgonta, 
but that is quite a different thiuR from 
injurious ineuU to the British navy. It 
should be tbo duty of the British Govern- 
ment to demand an immediate apology from 
the United States for the extraordinary acts 
ot its officers." 

Dispatches from Buenos Ayres say : It is 
reported from Montevideo that tho whole 
government fleet, excepting tho dynamite 
cruiser Niotheroy, have gorn over to tho in- 
surgents and sailed for Rio Janeiro. 

Rio Janeiro, Feb, 23.— Tho Bishop of 
Rio has issued a letter calling the varioua 
oongregationa in his diooesa to the observ- 
ance of. an eight day period of pasting and 
prayer that the war may be ended.

PARISH COUNCILS BILL. 

Amendments OlFercd by tho Dnko of Dovon- 
Bhlro iiud Lord .Salisbury Artopted. 

London, Feb. 23. — Tho House of Lords 
this eveniog agreed to permit the parish 
councils to hold meetings in parochial 
sobool houses. The Duke of Devonshire, 
leader of the Liberal Unionists, moved that 
the county councils bo made the tribunal to 
decide upon the compulsory purobase of 
allotments under tho allotment aot, with 
the power of appeal to the local government 
board, Tiiia motion was passed. Lord Salis- 
bury, tho Conservative leader, proposed a 
new agreement, whioh would give parishes 
of 200 to 500 population the choice between 
a council and no council. Tho amendment 
was approved by a vote of 99 to 70 Lord 
Salisbury then moved that tho P.iriHh Coun- 
cils be allowed to elect ono-third of tho trus- 
tees of local charities. Tlio aincudnient waa 
carried by a vote of "2 to ,'(;). The House 
next agreed to drop tho amendment exclud- 
ing Loudon from the scipo of the bill. Tho 
Lorda finished their work on tho bill this 
evening and aont it back to tho Houso of 
Commons. 



GEBMAN CDBEENCY COMMISSION. 

Opening of the First of lis Ueetlnge— Speech 
or tho Secretary of the Imperial 
Treasury, 

Beri.ix, Feb. 2.'!, — Tho currency commis- 
sion, appointed by tho government lo ap- 
pease tho bi-nietallista and agrarians, hold 
ita first aitting to-day. Count Boaadowasky, 
Bccrotnry of tho Lnpcrial Treasury, in his 
speech introducing the proccediuge, said 
that owing to tho recent action of India and 
tho U. S. in currency matters and tho con- 
tinued depreciation of silver, the aubjeots 
to corao beforo tho commission wore of 
tho greatest impnrtanco to the commerce 
and trade of Germany and the world at 
largo. Tho questions to bo consiJorod by 
tho commission demanded earnest and ex- 
haustive examination. Tho commission's 
taek would bo to ascertain whothor or not 
tho value of silver could bo raised ; if it 
could be raised, what ware tho best moans 
to that end ; bow the silver price could bo 
kept stable ; and what was the best basis 
for practical measures that would tend to 
Molve the problem of a distinct agreement of 
States.

The U. S. Conrt Decides In Favor of 
Withholding: Awards from Oan- 
adiau Exhibitors- 



(From Our Own Correspondent) 

Ottawa, Feb. 23.— Tho latest dispatch 
which the Canadian Government has for- 
warded to the Imperial authorities on the 
question of the scheduling of Canadian cat- 
tle is remarkable for the pointednest of its 
language. After reciting the story of the 
case, and quoting all the medical evidence, 
the Government deal with the statement of 
the Imperial Board of Agriculture alleging 
that cases of pleuro pneumonia have existed 
in Canada during tho past few years. This 
Btatement, which, it ia said, on the highest 
authority, tho Canadian Government say 
olearly insinuates a charge of concealment 
which justifies the request that they be fur- 
nished with the name of tho authority. 
Meanwhile tho Government meets the alle- 
gation with a Btraight declaration that it ia 
entirely devoid of truth.

The "Dally News" Says the "Odious Institution"

atottian, ennnterates in a leader this morning 
thirteen charges against tho House of Lords, 
All these concern the mutilation or rejection 
of reform proposals during tho present Par- 
liamentary session. "The rapid growth of 
the popular agitation against the House of 
Lords," it comments, "is evidenced by daily 
meetings.

THE "FAIEY'S" ILL LUCK. 



Captured on Her Very First Trip 
With. Oontra1>ancl Chinese 
From Victoria. 



When Escape Was Cut Off the Owners 
Attempted to Blow Up the 
Steamer. 



A Port Townaend telegram of Wednes- 
day to the Taconm Ledger gives tho follow- 
ing particulars of tho Customs' seizure at 
Admiralty Head, briefly referred to in the 
local columns of the Colonist yesterday 

" One of the most important captures re- 
corded in the history of the Pugot Sound 
customs district was mado Wednesday 
morning at Admiralty Head, opposite Port 
Townsend, by Lieutenant West, of the rev- 
enue marine service. It was the.rNult of a 
systematic patrol of the waters of the lower 
Sound, iuatituted last evening by Collector 
Saunders and Lieutenant West, and it net- 
ted tho government eight contraband Chi- 
nese and a small, now steamer, worth, about 
?,'!,500. Collector Saundera had been on 
tho lookout for this craft for tho past week. 
She is supposed to have been built for a 
newly-organ'z^d smuggling ring that hua 
plenty of money and men with nerve 
behind it, and thia -.vaa tho first 
of three awift steamers which it was plan- 
ned to build. Ton days ago tho collector 
received information that the steamer had 
set out from Tacoma, where she had just 
fitted out with machinery, ostensibly on her 
trial trip. No name appeared on her as re- 
quired by the regulations, and her actions 
were suspicious in other particulars, so that 
when tho collector received information that 
she had disappeared in the direolion of Vic- 
toria hia suspicions wore aroused, and the 
ageats of this Government at Victoria wore 
notified to keep a sharp lookout for her. 
Colleotor Saunders was therefore not aur- 
prised yesterday afternoon when he received 
the "tip" from Victoria to the efifect that 
the hitherto unknown steamer, now named 
tho Fairy, would sot out in the evening from 
that port with a cargo of Chinese. He at 
once called Lieutenant West and Chief In- 
spector Dalaney into conference and no timo 
was lost in planning tho capture of the little 
steamer. 

" The cutter Wolcott was sent to guard 
Deception Pass, to prevent the Fairy from 
taking the inaido route. Then thostoamera 
Wildwood and Alert were chartered, and 
Collector Saundera, Deputy Barthrop and 
Inepeotora Dslaney and O'Brien wont out in 
them. They took their stations in such a 
way as to guard tho entrance to the outside 
route, and Lieutenant West in the govern- 
ment launch Black Pup lay off Marrowstono 
point, juat at ihe entrance to tho Sound. 
At i o'clock in the morning tho Wildwood 
and tho Alert relumed to this port, leav- 
ing the W^olcot: and Black Pup on guard. 
It was o'clock when Lieutenant 
West, who was leisurely crosiing over 
from Morrowstono point to Admiralty 
head in the Black Pup, sighted u small 
white steamer just ofl Admiralty Head on 
Whidby Island and he bore down on her, 
In a few minutes he saw his suspect crowd- 
ing on steam, attempting to leave tho Black 
Pup behind. West had the advantage of a 
Btraight cut ahead, while the other fellows 
were in a deep oovo and wero obliged to 
travel a much greater distance. West gave 
hia engineer orders to crowd on steam and 
he did so, making a good spurt. Tho men 
on the Fairy evidently noted this, for they 
suddenly stopped when nearly opposite 
Lagoon Point and aa quickly as possible 
headed back for Admiralty Head. But 
again West had the same advantage as bo- 
fore and the Black Pup bore down on the 
little steamer ahead, 

" It was now only a question of a few 
minutes and the' suspects suddenly headed 
. direct for the shore. When near land three 
men were aeen to shove a skiff into tho 
Witer and, after turning off steum j ump 
lato it and make for land. The steamer 
was then overhauled, and the engineer at 
once discovered the plan of tho men to blow 
up tho steamer, the boilers being empty and 
180 pounds of atcam on. Eight green look 
ing Chinese wore found huddled together 
on tho steamer, and Lieutenant West re- 
turned to town with hia capture. No 
papers of registry wore found on theBteanier 
as required by the statutes, and thia alone 
makes her liable to seizure, as ebo is more 
than five tons burden. She will bo confis- 
cated and made to do aorvico for the Gov- 
ornmout iu tho future, and will 1)) u viklu- 
able addition to tho present patrol fleet." 

It is thoughc there wero about twenty- 
two more Chineao on this lauucli who 
escaped with tho white poraona. These are 
probably on Whidby island, and the cus 
toma officers are now looking for them. It 
ia supposed that the Fairy was in command 
of one Captain Ryon. Frank Goodrich and 
Captain Kyan are known to have left 
Tacoma on the I'ich in a launch similar to 
tho one captured. When she left Tacoma 
she had no name, and was boarded up on 
tho outside. She also had patent curtains 
placed over her windows on tho inside of 
tho cabin. Captain Goodrich was for aomo 
time negotiating with the engineer of the 
Puget Sound flour mill for a launch which 
ho recently built, and it is supposed that 
thia is the launch Fairy.

Opinion of One AVho Was Well Ac 
quainted With Him-flow the 
Troable Arose. 



He Wfll Probably Let tfatters Take 
Their Course-Hla Life 
Becord. 

Hew Yop.ic, Fob. 23. — A Rontloman fully 
acquainted with tho cuao cf Erastua 
Wiman, but who refused to allow his namo 
to be used, a»id to a reporter : "I do not 
think that bail will be aonnht for. t If Mr. 
Wiman follows the advice of bis friends and 
of those most oonvorsunt with the facts, I 
boliovQ ho will plead guilty. The eituation 
was peculiar and there wore many extenu- 
atiog features. It will bo much bettor for 
him to aabmit all the faota turroandiug the 
oharRea and throw himself on the mercy of 
tho court, and tho prosecution can fight 
thoir case. Mr. Wiman certainly forged 
tho namo of E. W. Bullinger ond Ogdon 
Brower, and I thiuk ho will not deny it. 
His relations with thoso men were very 
friendly and iiitimato. Uo more than once 
carried checks to them for tho indebtednfas 
of Dun &. Co. 

" Mr. Wiman would somotimea tell thrni 
that ho was very hard pushed for money, 
and usk if they could not lend him thu 
amount of the checks, and tako his notea. 
They readily aasented, indorsed the chocks 
and gavo them to him, thinking his embur- 
raaenient was only temporary. In the two 
cases mentioned, ho did not go through this 
form.ility, but endorsed them hiuiaolf. Mr. 
Wimin is a big-hearted man, and there is 
not a drop of criminal blood in his veins. 
Xhe great trouble with liini is that he never 
appreciated tho value of money.- His enter- 
priiio made R. G. Dun & Co. what thoy are. 
Every important movement of the concern 
was under bis guidance. He saw oppor- 
tnaltiea for braoohing out, and the concern 
profited by them. He made friends for the 
company wherever he went. Frequently, 
too, when sobemes which he had recom- 
mended failed, Mr, Wiman generously put 
his hand in his pocket and met all the 
losses, saying it Was hia fault. 

" Respecting the atatemenb that Mr. 
Wiman was not a partner, I must take ex- 
ception to that. The books will show that 
when the company was sued for damages, 
Mr. Wiman was' charged with one fifth of 
the losses. He would never have any tronble 
with B. 3. Don, the senior meml)er of the 
firm. He was confident that the old gentle- 
man would never have pushed him, for he 
knew too well tho obligations they were un- 
der to Mr. Wiman. There are twonephewp, 
however, connected with the firm, who wore 
jooloua of Wiman; they are tho ones who 
have made the troublo. About tho begin- 
ning of his downfall was hia becoming in- 
volved in tho Staten Island Electric Light 
and Power Company. Ho persuaded a 
certain man to go into it with him, and the 
business was largely extended. Wiman put 
up his notes for his share of the money, but 
the other man failed to bear his part. The 
consequence was diaastroua to Wiman. Aa 
to the present aoouaations, Mr. Wiman has 
known for a year that they wore hanging 
over him. I think ho will let matters take 
their course." 

Erastua Wiman, capitalist, was born in 
Cburohville, Peel county, Ontorio, in 183-t. 
He received a scanty education in a country 
school, removed to Toronto, and after 
working four years as a printer bsoame a re- 
porter on the Toronto Globe, and in 185i:1 
was oomnieroial editor of that paper. He 
edited the Montreal Trade Review in 1864 5. 
In 1850 he entered the service of R. G. Dun 
&Co. 'a mercantile agency, and in 18G7 be- 
oime a pariuer in ita New York houso, and 
subsequently its principal manager. He be- 
came president of the Great Northern tele- 
graph company of Canada In 1881, is a di- 
rector of the Western Union telegraph com- 
piny and president of the Staten Island 
rapid transit railway company in ISS'l, and 
succeeded in carrying through Congress the 
uuthorizition of the Arthur Kill bridge be- 
tween New Jersey and Stoton Island, which 
makes ten miles of water front in Now iTork 
harbor acccBsiblo to trunk railroads. 

Mr, Wiman was mainly instrumental in 
establishing the Canadian club of Now York 
in 1885, and was ita lirat president. Through 
his icflucnco chiefly the project of tho com- 
mercial union of Canada with tho United 
Statea assumed public importanne in tho 
former country, and was finally adopted iu 
the winter of 18.S8 aa the main clauao in the 
platform of the Canadian Liberals under ita 
changed namo of unreslricted reciprocity. 
He was instrumental i'l securing in 1880 the 
abolition of imprisonment for debt in Kaw 
York State, and a prominent member cf the 
New York Chamber of Commerce and Board 
of Trade. 



CMTBAL AMBBIOA. 

An Extradition Treaty Between the V. 9. and 
Oosta Blca Being I'ractlcally 
Agreed Uiioa. 

WASiriNr.TOX, F^b. 21!. — An extradition 
treaty between thia couutry and Coata Hica 
will bo sent to tho Senate soon. A draft of 
the proposed treaty has been prepared and 
practically agreed u^'on. One or two pro- 
visions still await settlement, but it is sup- 
posed that the next mail from CoBta Rioa 
will bring news of the approval of the Costa 
Rican authorities of the changes suggested 
by tho Secretary of State. Ttie new treaty 
will make extraditable from either country 
tho following crimes i Murder, including 
asaaaainatinn, purricidc and infantiaido ; 
poisoning, araon, piracy, mutiny, burglary, 
robbery, forgery, counterfeiting and embez- 
zlement. When the Coata Rican anthnriti.?s 
Burroudcrcd einb(zzler Francis H. Weeks, 
of New York, Secretary Grcshum agreed to 
exchange a treaty which would iuclude tho 
crime of which Weeks was guilty, and the 
negotiations now in progress are in accord- 
ance with this prondao. 

Panama, Colombia, Feb. 23 — It is said 
hero that M. Muiigo, iigcut for tho liquida- 
tor of the Panama Canal Co , will aaauine 
the Buperiutendcncy of the Panama railway 
in place of Mr. Rives on March 1. Panama 
and Colon will gain much by tho changes. 

Tho .Spanish consul hero sent back to 
Havana on Wednesday 27 immigrants, who 
bud been deceived into coming to thia coun- 
try by the false representationB of an immi- 
gration agent.

Ko, sir, let us keep our con- 
acieaoes antramelled, and do tho same to 
others 'as we would that they nhould do to 
US. This is the path onward and upward to 
light and liberty.

Her Wheel and Another Lifebelt Pick- 
ed Up by the "Capl- 
lano." 



Direct Connection Between Vanconver 
and the Sonud— The "Spinster" 

Inspected. 



New Westminster, Feb, 23. — (Special. )— 
The steamor Capilano arrived in port last 
evening from Queen Charlotte Sound, with 
50,000 pounds of halibut for the Westmin- 
ster Fish Co. The trip was a stormy one, 
and several heavy snow falls occurred, which 
prevented tho fishermen working regularly 
and more time than usual was ocoupicd on 
the trip. Capt. Freeman of the Capilano, 
reports that on the run north, two weeks 
ago, he kept a bright look out for the wreck- 
age of the ill-fated Estelle above Nanaimo. 
Nothing was encountered until the vessel 
enterea Johtiaon Straits about 110 miles 
above tho Seymour Narrows, when opposite 
Salmon river a life-preaerver was picked up 
in mid-ebanne), and ten minutea later a pilot 
wheel was found and taken aboard. Both 
were brought back to port. The wheel is 
intact, but appears to have been torn out of 
the sockets with great violence, a fact which 
strengthens the impression that the Estello 
was wrecked by a fearful explosion of some 
kind. Although a sharp look-out was kept 
nothing more in tho shape of wreckage waa 
encountered, and at no point where tho 
Capilano touched did the ludians know any- 
thing of the disaster. 

OUT ON THE "PEDRO." 

Capt. Laohlan, who represents tho own- 
era of the wrecked San Pedro in Victoria, 
visited the vessel yesterday morning and, 
with the assistance of u diver and a pilo- 
driver, picked up the steam winch and two 
pumps which had been washed overboard in 
the galo tt few weeks ago. Tho winch and 
pumpa were located on tho rock Iho San 
Pedro rests on, eome distance from the sur- 
face of the water. They are considerably 
damaged, but can easily be repaired.

A PROPER MOVE. 

Wo are glad to see that the Board of 

Trade has directed its attention once more 
to the wuy in which tho coast of the Pro- 
vince ia lighted and buoyed. Wo have dir- 
ected attention to this very important sub- 
jeob time and again without much apparent 
efiieob. Mariners have infotmed ua of a state 
of things in this regard that oaght not to 
be allowed to exist. There are largo 
stretches of the coast which vosaols are 
compelled to navigate as beat thoy may, 
without either a light or a buoy. The con- 
trast between the lighting and buoying of 
the Kaat coast of the Dominion and its 
West coast Is moat marked. In the 
Eiofc there are lights and buoys wherever 
thoy ard required, in tho West thoy are 
in mony placoa few and far between, 
and in others, as we have already stated, 
they are altogether wanting. Tbero is no 
reason why this should .be so. The Domin- 
ion treasury gets enough every year from 
this Province to warront it in keeping all 
its servicea in the very beat condition. It 
pays into the Federal Treasury many times 
bs much per capita as the richest of the 
Eastern Maritime Provinces, yet it is not 
half so well served. This is a fact that tho 
Dominion authorities sboald not be allowed 
to forget. There is so reason why the nav- 
igation of British Columbia waters should 
not be as safe as those of aoy other part of 
the Dominion. 



MR. SEMLIM'S MISTAKE. 

We wore surprised to find that Mr. Sem- 
lin a few days ago spoke slightingly of tho 
Imperial Institute. Asheisanintelligentman 
he should not for the very smaUest of party 
purposes have allowed himself to attempt 
to belittle an institution which some of the 
best and ablest men in Great Britain and In 
all the Colonies value very highly for tho 
good wotk it has done and is calculated to 
do. The Imperial Institute will in the most 
effective manner make the Colonies and the 
Mother Country better known to each other, 
and will do much towards strengthening the 
Empire. Tho visitor to tho Inatiluto will 
see in its different " Courts " tho product of 
all parts of the Empire raw and manufac- 
tured. Maps are there, on whichthepartbo 
desires to inquire about is laid down, and he 
can get from the newspapers published in it 
and tho books written about it which are to 
be seen in the library and reading room, all 
the information he requires concerning it, 
He will also meet persons from the Colonies 
iu tho building who are both able and willing 
to tell him what he wants to know respect' 
ing any of the dependensies of tho Empire, 
From time to time papers are road at tho 
Institute and lectures doliverod which are 
moat useful to those who intend to emigrate, 
as well as to those who have a laudable desire 
to know what is the extent and what are the 
resouroea of the Empire. The importance 
of having an institution In London in which 
the inquirer may obtain all the knowledge 
thob a proctical man needs of ony 
country or any part of any coun- 
try under the dominion of Queen 
Victoria cannot be over-estimated. The 
complaint has hitherto been that British 
snbjeota know very little indeed about tho 
Empire to which they belong, that tho in- 
habitants of its different parts aro ua much 
strangers to each other as if they belonged 
to different nations. One of the objecta of 
tho Imperial Institute is to dispel this ignor- 
ance and to help the inhabitants of Great 
Britain and the Colonies, great and small, 
to realize that thoy are fellow-countrymen. 

The Lord Chancellor, at tho opening of 
tho Inatitute, gave his hearers a good idea 
of tho use of the Institute. Ha said, among 
other things : 

I cannot help thinking that the mere ex- 
istence of a body of this description ia not 
only important, but that it poaaoeaes at 
least the possibility of great uaofulncss in 
the future. Wo have, aa you are aware, a 
very considerable exhibition of tho com- 
mercial and industrial resources of tho 
different parts of tho Empire. Hero, again, 
it may be asked, " Is this more show or is 



business intended ? " '''la it an exhibition 
from which any practical good will reaolt ?" 
Now, the galloriea we huve visited during 
the month they - have been opened— where 
there were ao attractions except the ex- 
hibits — by very large numbora of people. 
The numbers have ranged from 1,000 to 15,- 
000 per day, and that when there was no 
purpose or object to bo gained except an 
Inspeotion of the coUsotions. More than 
that, every one who visits them oannot but 
acquire a knowledge of tho resources of 
the British Empire which it would hardly 
be possible for him to have in posaesaion be- 
foro he entered tho building. The maps 
and statistics which catch the eye, as well 
as the products theniEelvos, niuat afford in- 
formation about tho colonies and the British 
Empire oaleulated to be of the utmost value. 

When Mr. Semlio finds a man of high in- 
telligence and a Liberal to boot, like Lord 
Herschell, speaking of tho Imperial Institute 
in this manner, he will bo apt to oonoludo 
that ho had better make a few enquiries 
about it beforo he next ventures to allude to 
it contemptuously and to blame the Govern 
mont for sending one of its members to 
assist at its opening. There are ignorant 
men who aro roady to underestimate institu- 
tions about which thoy know nothing, and 
to decry anything which ia uphold and 
spoken well of by men of high standing, 
but Mr. Semlin is not ono of them ; he 
should therefore take care not to aot as if he 
were. 



PUT IT DOWN^ 



lb is sarprising that the systematic gam- 
bling, to which our esteemed correspondent 
Citizen diroots attention, should be permit- 
ted. Aa thoro ia, aa he saya, no attempt at 
concealment, the police must bo aware of its 
existence. The Chinese lotteries cannot 
have been in full blast, Sundays and weik 
days, for some oonaiderable time, without 
the fact of their being in tho city coming to 
tho knowledge of tho police. Have thoy 
winked at tho unlawful practices which they 
aro in duty bound to prevent and put down? 
The influence of these lotteries is moat per 
nioious. The soiallness of the sums that 
can be risked makes them all tiie more dan- 
gerous. It places them within the reach of 
boys and other persons who have not large 
Bunia of money at command, aud who, if 
they take risks in the Chinese lotteries, 
mast spend money that they need for neoes- 
aries, or money that they have stolen from their 
parents or employers. It is not diiScult to 
understand how demoralizing these Chinese 
lotteries must be and what injury they are 
calculated to do tho community. It is a 
mystery to ua that they have not been 
■closed loog af(o. We trust that tho City 
Counoil will eDquire into this matter, and 
find out how it is that the police have been 
80 remiss in their duty as to permit the lot- 
teries to exist. The law should be put in 
force against them promptly and rigidly. 
No quarter should be shown to the violators 
of the law. They ahonld be proceeded against 
without distinction and severely punished. 
There is no telling what' barm they have 
done already. They should not be per- 
mitted to do any more. * 



A LIVE AND KICKING. 

Our readers will not be greatly surprised 
to learn that Prendergaat, the murderer of 
Mayor Harrison, of Chicago, is still in the 
land of tho living — and as far as the admin 
iatration of justice in tho United States is 
concerned — the place of hope. It may ap- 
pear singular to some senaiblo people that 
a man who committed murder in tho face of 
day, about whoso guilt there is not the 
shadow of a doubt, a man, too, who was 
regularly tried, found guilty, ond sentenced 
to death, is atill alive and still to bo seen in 
a court of juetico demanding privileges that 
in this country are never extended to prison' 
ors of his claea oven before they are con' 
victed. But, singular aa it may appear to 
people ou this side of tho national boundary 
line, this is nothing but the plain truth. 
When Prendergaat was on hia trial it was 
evident that the only question that 
had to bo considered was, is the 
man sane, or, rather, was he sane when ho 
murdered Mr. Harrison ? Thia, it might bo 
thought, waa a question that could be caaily 
decided by a jury poasesaed of an average 
amount of practical common sense. The 
jury decided that he was sane, and thoy 
convicted him accordingly. But the lawyers 
took Prondergttst under their protection, 
and, ao fur, have auoceeded in cheating tho 
gallows out of its due. How they have 
done ao is a mystery to ua. They could not 
have done it either in Great Britain or in 
Canada, but in the United States criminals, 
even the very worst, aro tenderly treated 
by the regular courts. It is only Judge 
Lynch who is unbending and prompt, and it 
ia nob much wonder that there are cuaoo in 
which ho ia preferred by the impatient aud 
indignant people to the regularly oonstitnted 
tribunals. 



A SUaOESSFUL YIOBROY, 

Canadians will be pleased to know that 
Lord Lansdowne, during his term of office, 

adminiaterod tho affairs of India ably and 
judicioualy. Tho position is ouo of great 
reaponaibility and its duties uro often very 
diflioulb of performauco. Tho Viceroy of 
India Iiaa no miniatora prepirod to take up- 
on thenisulvca tho reaponaibility of his acta. 
On tho contrary, ho appears to bo reapon- 
siblo for the acta of manyaorvauta of tho 
State, civil and military, over whom he can 
oxerciao but little control. Tho Government 
of India ia cxcofdiiigly complioutod. Ita in- 
ternal affairs aio chiefly managed by depart- 
mental ofBcials whom it would take a steam 
engine to lift out of the grooves in which 
thoy have been aoonstomod to run. It is 
not hard to imagine tho difficulties 
whioh an active ■ minded Governor 
General, bent upon offeoting reforms, will 
have to face in dealing with a host of men 
of this olass. 

The Times, in an article on Lord Lans- 
downo'a Viceroyalty, aaya : 

Tho administration of a Viceroy must 
thus bo judged with constant reference to 



liniitiog conditions wbioli dp not enter iiito 
the oorreaponding estfmate of a Government 
in thia country. Impoaing and dignified as 
ia his position, it is onalagoua to that of tho 
head of a great dopartmeat of the State, 
rather than that of a Prime Minister, 
Like other departmental ohiofa, a Viceroy 
has temporary control of a permanent ma- 
chine. He finds a policy iu prccess of 
evolution, and ho must needs bo a very wise 
and stroDR man, or a very foolish and mis- 
chievcus one, if he attempts any great re- 
volution in niothoda establiahed by the col- 
lectivo wiadom of gonorationa of abla 
oflioiuls. 

In catimating tho aucceaa of Lord Lana- 
downe'a viceroyalty, we are, therefore, not 
to look for any atartling innovations or for 
the distinct impact of a powerful person- 
ality. Succona, if attained at all, nmst bo 
attained on lower levels, and the history of 
a viceroyalty, unless it ia to bo a history of 
misdoing, must bo painted in routral tints. 
The questions to bo asked concerning a 
viceroy really are— has ho maintained iho 
continuity of Indian policy and has he 
avoided blunders? That viceroy, in fact, ia 
happy who has no hiatory, or none that 
lends itself to the purposes of tho pic- 
turetquo historian, judged on these prac- 
tical grounds tho viceroyalty of Lord Lans- 
downe has been a suocess. 

This may be regarded aa ratheir faint 
praiae, but it should bo remembered that 
there have not been very many 'Viceroys of 
India who have acted in auuh a way aa to 
deserve it.

Some complaint has been made, princi- 
pally by meohanioa and otheri whoao busi- 
neea keeps them cloaely coutined during the 
day, that Lhoy cannot Gad an opportunity to 
regisier as Provincial voters.

Her many 
friends will aympathiao with her mother 
and brothers, who received the announce, 
ment of her death without any previous in- 
timation of her illness. 



Hahbiii Nassr waa sentenced to nine 
months in tho Victoria jail by Mr. Justico 
Drake, in tho Speedy Trials court. The 
charge on whioh ho waa convicted was theft, 
committed on a brother Syrian laat Decem- 
ber at Port Simpson. As, more or lets, all 
tho witnoBBca woie of tho same nationality, 
tho evidence had to be interpreted, which 
led to aoveral amusing pasaagea. Naaaif 
Elias, the plaintill', alleged that tho defend- 
ant induced liim and a couple of others to go 
to Port Simpson to sell ailks. While there, 
tho plaintiff's trunk, containing hia slock 
in trade, was stolon, and tho prisoner was 
stated to have been seen taking it down to 
the boat with aomo companions. Tho do- 
■fence put forward was that tho trunk waa 
borrowed, with tho plaintiff's oonaent, for 
the purpose of some smuggling buaineaa be- 
ing done.

when worked scientifically and intelligently, 
Benches and bars akimmod over in former 
yeara by the primitive methods of old times, 
offer "golden" opportunities- for placer and

One of the best known cattle men in tho 
Province, Mr. Price KUiaon, of Vernon, ia 
at present visiting Victoria— tho first time 
in some eighteen years. Naturally he seea a 
wonderful change in tho city since that 
time, Mr. EUiaon ia enthusiastic over the 
future of Vernon, which he says ia improv- 
ing rapidly and will in all likelihood have 
tho WBterworka in operation before long. 
Tho cattle on the ranges have wintered well 
and there are lots of hay on hand to carry 
them through the winter in flse condition. 
One of the great wants of tho settlers in that 
part of the Province Is to have a lower rate 
on fruit and vegetables to the Coast, and 
steps have been taken to Induoo the C. P. R. 
to meet their views. With favorable rates 
Mr. EUiaon aaya that the Okanagan oould 
fairly " swamp " the Coast with tomatoes, 
melons and auob fruit, whioh grow to per- 
fection in the fertile valley. The reduction 
ot the railway rate on flour and grain to $5 
that has already been made, will, Mr. 
EUiaon believes, have the effect of turning 
the farmers' attention more generally to 
grain growing, and with good reaultp. 

Mr. GKOiifiK Steitz, a native of Bivaria 
and one of tho foremost pioneera of Victoria, 
died yesterday at hia reaidonoa on Fisgard 
street, after a long-continued illness whioh 
necessitated his retirement from businesa 
about four years ago. The funeral takes 
place on Monday afternoon from Christ 
church cathedral, tho interment being at 
Ross Bay cemotery. Tho deceased gentle- 
man arrived in Victoria, via California, in 
1857, and during tho following year eatab- 
lished himself in a modest rtafaurant busi- 
nesa on Governmontatreot, llieproaent New 
England hotel being tlio modern outcome of 
tho venture. In ISGl, Mr. Steitz joined in 
the emigration to the gold fields of Cariboo, 
returning thence ton years later and again 
embarking in buaineas, at the stand on 
Vatea street still bearing his name. Hero ho 
remained until his failing health compelled 
his retirement. Changes of climate were 
tried in the hope of benefit, but ineffectual- 
ly, and Mr. Steitz came homo from Califor- 
nia only a few weeks ago, having abandoned 
all hope of recovery. The deceased waa 
devoted to friends and family and had no 
ambition toward participating in the direc- 
tion of public affaire other than aa a worthy 
citizen. He was a member of Colombia 
lodge, Ho. 2,1.0. 0.r., and that order will 
be fully represented at the funeral.

THE BODOET. 

HoK. Mu Veunon reaumed hia addroes 
ou the budget. With regard to tho money 
paid to tbe Provincial Health Officer 
ho wished to say a few •.vcrd: to oflaot tho 
attempt being inado to show that that 
money had been irregularly paid as a matter 
of favoritiam. He reviewed tho circum- 
Btancoa of Dr. Davie's appointment to that 
position in tbe first instance when tho epi- 
demic of smallpox was threatened, and the 
Beieotio'n' naturally mudo afterwards of tho 
o£5oer whose aervicee had proved so efficient, 
when it was oonaidcrod advisable to send a 
repreaentative to the oonferonoo ol modioli 
men at Ottawa. Ho was ohoaon for the 
mission without the knowledge of the Pre- 
mier, wilO was absent when tho meeting of 
tbe exeoattvo was hold. Subsequently when 
there was apprehension of tho introduotioD 
of ohoMra, Dr. Davie was appointed pro- 
vincial health olBoer, again in tho absence 
and witboot the knowledge of the Premier. 
tThe impression soosht to be created that 
the Attorney-General has made use of hia 
position to advance the interests of hia 
brother is therofoio totally unfounded, and 
ho thought tho public would agree with him 
that if tho government desired to seoure tho 
services of an able and prominent medical 
man, they should not be debarred from hav- 
ing his aorvioee because a relative happened 
to bo a member of the executive. Ae to the 
charges made against tbe Premier that he 
had charged travelling expenses when ho 
was holding political meeting tbrotighout 
the country, he showed that Hon. Mr 
Pivie had been travelling on the public 
business to which he had to attend as At- 
torney-General, and the public meetings he 
had held were only an incident, and a nat- 
ural incident, for it was to he expootod that 
wherever he went throughout tho country 
the people should wish to hoar him address 
them on public uff^ira. Ho thought Hon. 
Mr. Divie wa-1 enti'led to great credit 
for the attention ho had paid durinjj the ro- 
ceas to the outlying portions of the province, 
and felt confideut that he was stating a fact 
which will be goncrally admitted when ho 
said that tho prosent Premier had ahown 
more personal interest in and hud talten 
more pains to make himself acquainted with 
all parts of the province than had auy of hia 
predeoesaora. Aa to the alleged fnilurea of 
tho government, and Qrat of all with respect 
to tho Crofter scheme, ho could show that 
the ({overnment were in no way to blame for 
w-hat had occurred. Ho showed how the 
proposition to setlla Crofters in this prov 
iuce had originated not hers but in England, 
and though the government here had, after 
providing the necessary safe^juaids, given 
encouragement to the proposition, it had 
fallen through because the syndicite inter- 
ested had not been ablo to aeouro tho ap 
proval by the present Imperial government 
whiob in the meantime had taken oinoo, to 
Bt'pulations made by the government of Brit 
isbColombia, in the way of safeguard, and that 
the scheme bad iDConseqaeuoe fallen throoKh 
for the present, Ss dwelt upon the addrejs 
made the other day by the member for 
Nanaimo district, Mr. McKenzio. With 
I eepect to the argument of th^it gentleman 
tlmt whtu a sum of money is voted in the 
estimates, the particular work to which it 
shall be applied shall be deaignatod, he re 
called the fact that he (Mr. Vernop) when a 
member of the oppoaition, had introduced a 
resolution to tho same tffeot, but tho sug- 
gestion waa opposed by tho government and 
tlio opposition aliUe, and, having been shown 
the impracticability of tho idea, ho had 
asked leave to withdraw tho resolution. Ho 
showed that Mr. McKcnzie, aa well ua £ 
portion of tho proan of tho province, ap 
pcared to be under a miaapprehensiun as to 
the manner in which a pre-cmptor may 
B curo leave cf absence from hia claim, 
and that it is not nocoEsary for tho pre 
e.nptor in ordinary oaaea to apply to the 
Chief Commissioner at all, or to anyone but 
tho commissioner for hia district. Tlio law 
provides for a leave of absonoo of two 
months in eacli year, to which everyone is 
entitled, and tho commissioner for tho dis 
triot may grant a further loavo of fourmonlha 
if desired. It is only in special oases where 
greater leave than this is deaired that ap- 
plJisatlon must be inade to tho Chief Com 
missioner. There are, however, some mat 
ters in conneotioik with f^he land laws which 
require amendaiont, aqd a bill with this ob- 
juct is now in oourse of preparation. The 
law was originally framed so as to be as 
similar aa possible t? that of Washington 
territory, for in those daya tho province waa 
isolated from tho rest of tho world and in 
order to attract settlers liad to make its 
laws similar to those of the adjoining terri- 
tory. As to tho importation of farm pro- 
duce, which it hud been said in tho deljito 
is because Bo much land is held by apooiila- 
tors, theao speoulativo holdings wore mostly 
ou tho lower Prasor and were acquired in 
tho early daya when tho loader of the op- 
position and bin friends were in power and 
when tho land waa of very little value. He 
felt that a stronger reason ia tho failure of 
Ik Urge perceiitago of tho pre-emptors to 
cultivate the greaterportion of their claims; 
and if all tho pre-empted land were under 
cultivation ho thought it would not bo ne- 
ceaaary to import any produce whatever. 
Of course neither thia nor any other govcrn- 
n.oit could compel tho pre emptors to till 
their lands. Tho n oniber for Woitminster 
city had said in efTi-ct, "if tho records of 
theprovinco can be got at, God help tho 
government ! " but he ought to know, if 
he doea not, that all or any of tho records 
may ho obtained on applioition, by an or- 
der of tho houao, and that it iu open to any 
member as well ua to tho loader of tho oppo- 
sition — whom tho gentlemen opposite 
seemed to think peculiarly qualiBod to fer- 
ret out the affairs of the dopaitments — to 
apply iot and reooivo any information they 
may desire,, .. He next dealt with the loss to 
tberevenae of the provincial treasury caused 
by tbe formation of munioipalities, and the 
statement made that the districts Were 
forced into such organizilion by the failure 
of tho government toprovido for their wants. 
As an illustration, however, of tbe fact that 
tho government could uot reasonably be 
blamed in thia oonneotiou, ho showed that 
in his own district, which it might notnral- 
ly bo supposed would not be allowed to go 
without anything tho government could do 
for it, there had recently been fivo munici- 
palities formed. It waa a very gratifying 
fact that while tho greater proportion of 
the government revenue, in tho shape of 
tho personal property ond land taxes had 
to come from tho outlying districts, 
the revenue of the province had steadily iq. 



creased. Dealing with the conversion of the 
loanaof 1877 and 1887 ho showed thot while 
authority was taken to expend £250,000 
out of the new loans for public works, it was 
never intended to expend more that £-200,- 
000, the margin being allowed on aooount of 
the uncertainty of tbe cost of conversions 
and for-bther puri?0OTB;>iTh9- tf«fitlemen op 
posits omitted in'>Il th*lr~Brgaments with 
respect to the coatof oonversiun any allow- 
ance forr.the ainkiog fund to bo released, 
which if tlia whole of the loans are con-

He felt that all tho government 
need do, to seoure the approval of the elec- 
torate is to continue to do their duty to 
the beat of their ability, and whatever 
might be the verdict of the electorate ho 
felt that ho and his oolleaguoa would have 
the approval of their own ooDsoienoes. He 
for one had no misgivings as to what the 
verdict of the electorate would be. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Dn Watt, ppcaking from personal knowl- 
edge, aaid he thought that since the op- 
pointment of Dr. Davie as provincial health 
officer had been so much discussed in the 
house, ho ought to point out that the ap- 
pointment of that gentlemen had in tho first 
place been made at the instance ot a meet- 
ing of medical men held on the 9th of July, 
1892; and that the fact of hia being a rela- 
tive of the Premier had nothing to do with 
the matter. Dr. Davie being chosen solely 
on account of hia ability and fitness for the 
office. The result had, ho considered, fully 
juDtified tho ohoioa made, and tho only 
thing ho hid seen to regret was that Dr. 
Davie has resigned tho oihce too soon. Ho 
considered that that gentleman was paid a 
sum far too small fur tho services he bad 
rendered, and that it was a very mean thing 
for any member of the house to make an at- 
tack upon a man who had rendered such un- 
questionable service, merely because he is a 
relative of the Premier, and thit a political 
point can thus be made. He thought it a 
matter foe regret, too, that the provinoial 
health officer had a few months ago resigned 
his later appointment, for he felt that this 
province wonld never be safe from the dan- 
ger of the introduction of Asiatic cholera, 
and that a provinoial health officer is a per- 
manent necessity. He commended the At- 
torney-General for tho interest be had taken 
during the recess, and hoped that his exam 
plo in visiting the various constitiienclea 
would be followed by other ministers in tho 
future. 

SUPPLY COMMITTEE. 

The question, " That I do now leave tho 
chair," waa agreed to on division, Mr. Bea 
von alone responding with a faint " no," to 
tho call for contrary, and ot 3 30 tho houae 
went into committee of supply, Mr. Martin 
in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, on the first item, 
$128,ij-23 for intoruec, again raised the ques- 
tion aa to the validity of the proposed with- 
drawal of .■jU'iO.OOU from tho ainking fund of 
tha loans of 1877 and 1887, on account of 
tho cnnveraion of a portion of these loans. 
Ho quoted tlio statute which ho claimed 
showed that notadolliir could bo withdrawn 
until all the deboutures isnued under tho 
act aro fully paid and aatisfied, and argued 
at great length that in tho meantime tho 
fund must remain intaol:. 

Hon Mn Turner said either the leader 
of the opposition knows nothing of tbe sub- 
ject or ciso perverts what he does Icnow. 
Hia argument in effect is that if there is 
$100 ot an old loan out, a sinking fund of 
$500,000 cannot be touched I The provision 
in tho acta authorizing the loans, whiob he 
quoted, he maintained gave authority for 
the iepayn)ent to tho province of any 
money which might remain in tho sinking 
fund after tho whole loan had boon paid, 
but it (lid not prcv'out such a repayment aa 
is contemplated. This was the idea of tho 
truatoea of the loan, to whom thia conversion 
U no new thing us thoy have tho exainplo of 
many convoraiona of Koglish and oilier 
loaiia. Thoy stated that the proper courao 
for tho governmeut to take ip, iiiatead of al 
lowing the money in tho ainking fund to re- 
main und accumulate so as to meet tho pay. 
ment of that portion of tho loan not con 
verted, to remit year by year the sum ro 
quired to provide tho ainking fund for that 
portion, leaving tho money already poid iu 
on aooount of the bond.n which have been 
oonvortetl, availublo to bo drawn out. 

Mu Cotton spoke in support of Mr. 
Beaven'a contention, which he held the 
Finunco Minister did uot appear to undor- 
btun'l. Ho argued that the sinking fund 
should not bo interfered with beoauae tho 
Pinanco Minister could not tell exactly 
what it would cost to make the conversion. 

Hon. Mr Turner fn reply pointed out 
that it is Mrs Cotton who does not nndcr- 
stand the qnestion, as.the oost.of conversion 
does not come oat ot and has nothing to do 
with the sinklng farid! . • 

HoK. Mr:' BEAVEir reiterated his objec- 
tions and contentions jh detail; ' 

Hon. Mb Davib said the aets of 1877 and 
of 1887 are perfectly'.clear in their terms, 
and were no donbt drafted . strictly in ao- 
cordanoo with precedent. Tho hon. gentle- 
men say, however, that they have been 
drawn in auch a peculiar way that although 
every debenturo might have been paid 
except one which for somo ropRon could not 
bo got liold of, that even if §9!)!), 900 out of 
§1,000,000 had been paid, not a cent of tho 
whole immonso sinking fund can be touched 
Such an argument is so preposterous that it 
answers itself, for it ia not to bo supposed 
for an instant that this legislature and other 



leglaiaturea would not in their sacoessive 
acts commit such an egregions blunder. 

Mr. Kitchen— How could you pay off 
the debentures without using the §999,900 ? 
(Laughter. ) 

Hon. Mk. Davie aaid this question 
plainly ahowed how little Mr. Kitetaen and 
no doubt other gentlemen opposite under- 
stand the question (renewed laughter), 
for in tho case of tho very loans 
under discussion tho debentures uro not 
being paid out of tho sinking fund at all, 
hut are being replaced by other debentures. 
He held that a proper roiding of tho act 
made it quite clear that payment of part of 
the sinking fund was contemplated — in vio'// 
of just sucli possibilities as those which had 
now arisen, by which other accurity for the 
bonds had been given. He might inform 
theleaderof the opposition that the trustees 
of the fund had no doubt got tho best legal 
opinions before they undertook to advise the 
government that portions of thia sinkingfund 
could be repaid. He wished to repeat that 
tbe provision quoted from tbe act by tbe 
gentlemen opposite referred ' ^nly to the 
excess remaining in the stoking fund after 
full provision had been made .for the repay- 
ment of tbe debentures outstanding, and 
gave authority but for which this excess of 
money could not bO; repaid to the govern' 
ment. ' - "■ ,' '. " * 

Mr. Cotton contended that the Attorney 
General, who had not been in the houae 
when the Finance Minister made his first 
explanation, hud quite contradicted the 
argument of his colleague, and had shown 
tho force of tho contention made by the 
leader of tho opposition. Tho incident re- 
minded him of the story of Ananias and 
Sapphira, though be would not like to say 
which waa which. 

Hon. Mil. Davie — I suppose not ! You 
are Ananias and ho (the leader of tho oppo 
sition) is Sapphira. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mu Beavkn spoke again for a lone 
time in support of hia former argument, 
concluding with a bitter donunoiation of tho 
ministers for, as he said, so lightly treating 
objections made in tho house. 
The Item then paseed. 
On tho next item, ?5S,8S7 for sioking 
fund, Hon. Mr. Beaven again spoke in ob- 
jection, holding that tho same lino of argu- 
ment as before advanced applied to thia 
sinking fund, as, ocoording to the statute, 
there should bo provided for interest and 
sinking fund 1 per cent, on tho actual bonds 
outstanding, and not merely on an estimated 
amount, as culled for by this vote. 

" Shall thia item pass T " asked the Chair- 
man, as Hon. Mr. Bfaven half resumed his 
seat. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven immediately rose and 
lectured tho chairman for what ho termed 
unseemly baste in putting tbe question, 
without allowing an opportunity for an ex- 
planation of a point affeoting the provincial 
credit. 

Mr. Sword asked for an explanation of 
where the profit is to arise in connection 
with the conversion of the loan, as stated by 
the Premier according to the report in the 
Times. He declared that the government 
were doing something calculated to iojare 
tho credit of the province in incorrectly 
stating tbe sums required for payments in 
connection with the loans. 

Hon. Mr. Turner pointed out that the 
persons who loan money to the province 
need not concern themselves about what is 
stated in tbe estimates as the amount to be 
paid is already fixed by statute. In answer 
to the question apked ho would repeat what 
ho had before stated : thot tho total amount 
no^ paid for interest and sinking fund on 
account of the loans of 1877 and 1887 is 
§172,410; that if no conversion had tcken 
place tho sum payable annually would bo 
$185,229, 6o that through partial conversion 
the province already effects a saving of $12,- 
819 a year. 

Mu Sword contended that in calculating 
thua tho Finance Minister had not taken 
into account that the higher rate payable 
on tho bonds before conversion is for o limit- 
ed period only. 

Dr. MlliNE quoted from the editorial arti- 
cle which appeared in tho Colonist with 
referenoo to the objection taken by tho 
opposition to allowing the Finance Minister 
to mako an explanation ou the point, and 
claimed that their objection was a proper 
one because it would uot have been strictly 
in order for tho Financo iMinister to speak 
at that time. He thought, however, that 
an explana'ion should be make now. 

Hon. Mr Tcrner said he thought be 
had already explained, but if the hon. gen- 
tleman would state the point upon which be 
is in doubt he would be glad to explain it 
again. 

Hon. Col Baker said it appeared to him 
that the gentlemen opposite Were not will- 
ing to bo convinced, but that their object 
wua merely to tire out tho Financo Minister, 
Dk. Watt quoted from tho report of tho 
debate on the bill for tho conversion and 
conaolidatiou of the loans, Mr. Cotton had 
spoken in approval of them, though ho had 
voted against tho government while all the 
other members of tho opposition parly had 
voted with them. 

Mk. Swoun said ho thought the Financo 
Minister should give some further explana- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied that he must 
refer tbe hon. gentleman to hia remarks of 
the other day, where he thought a very full 
explanation would be found. He moved 
that the oomroittea rise and report progress 
and ask leave to sit again to-night. 
The committee then rose. 
It being 6 o'clock the Speaker left the 
chair.

Chinese Bobbers and Their lEzpIoits-Small 
f^-ji Fox In Tspan— A Olraglc Stoy. 

San Francisco, Feb. 26. — The steamer 
Oceanio brings the following advices from 
China and Japan. The inhabitants of 

a largo village named Ku Laou, 
in Canton Province, fearing that the 
brigands and bandits who are just now 
overrunning that portion of the country, 
might pay them a visit, constructed a strong 
stone building in tho centre of the village 
in which they deposited their money and 
jewelry. Towards tho end of last month a 
band of sixty robbers arrived at tho village 
and blowing open the stronghold with gun- 
powder, plundered its contents, amounting, 
it ia said, to more than one hundred thous- 
and taels. Tho affair waa reported to tho 
authorities who immediately sent off sol- 
diers in purauit of tho freebooters, but up to 
lateat advioea they had not been Ciptured, 

Two men on the U. S. S. Concord were 
seized on tho 12th ultimo with smallpox, 
another on the 16th and a fourth on tho 
18th. They were all immediately sent to 
tho hoapital, where ono of them died. 
Smallpox ia prevalent in various parts of 
Japan. There have been fifty-two caEos in 
Tokip since January I,

Aljont as soon as I had made noto (;f 
these toilets the curtain rose, and even 
the fashion writer may bo pardoned for 
forgetting to look at the boxes and Their 
fair occupants, and so I will talk about 
some of the new spring gowns and other 
tilings seen during the past week, which 
has been fruitful of "private views" of 
imported gowns. 

From many sources I learn tliat vel- 
vet and velutina will bo worn for full 
street costumes to a greater eytent tlian 
over before. Velvet is really not as 
serviceable as tlie velutina, which will 
not spot if a few drops of rain happen 
to fall on it, and it is qaite as elegant 
as silk velvet and keeps fresh much 
longer. Tho royal family in England — 
that is to say, tho younger members of 
that family — always havo been partial 
to velutina as a servioeablo and hand- 
some dress material, but for some rea- 
son it was not popular in France and 
Germany until within tho last two sea- 
sons. Now tho handsomest gowns are 
mudo of it, imd it is to be hoped that it 
^vill be worn hero as much as such a 
beautiful fabric deserves. I call to mind 
■one Imported gown which will seo its 
first sunshine on Easter morning. It 
was of dark prune, almost black in 
some shades. Around tho bottom was a 
band of mink, Down tho front of tho 
8kirt were two lines of passementerie, 
ahowing gold and amethyst beads. Tho 
waist, or rather bnaqiio, had a plaited 
rufllo bound with fur, and tho plastron 
vest was of passementerie trimming 
eimilar to that on the skirt. Two bands 
of the same go around each wrist. The 
collet, of tho finmo velvet, has a wider 
band of fur and a Worth collar of fur 
and velutina. tho whole triuiraed with 



the same beaded passementerie. A dain- 
ty toque, bordered with fur and trim- 
med with burnished quills, and o mink 
muff completed one of the handsomest 
gowns that will be seen ou Easter Sun- 
day. Another very handsome dress will 
be much admired. It is of very light 
beige cloth, the finest aud most vlovety 
quality. The skirt is plain, save that 
it opens on each side over a panel of 
myrtlo velvet. A band of fine Persian 
trimming encircles the whole and forms 
bars across tho velvet panels. The waist 
Id corselet style, each edge being bor- 
flered with tho Persian trimming. The 
yoke is of myrtlo green faille, and the 
foroarms'are of the faille also. The hat 
to go with this gown is of beige leg- 
horn faced with myrtle velvet and 
trimmed witli green feathers and a 
branch of red coral. This coral I have 
noticed as a garniture on several now 
hats aud bonnets. It is not tho real cor- 
al, but a very clever imitation. 

I notice that several of the hand- 
some new gowns havo both hat and 
bonnet to match, Thero was a dainty 
bit of a bonnet to go with this of 
green velvet and bronze hop blossoms. 
Grasses and trailing flowers will be 
worn on many bonnets, and a whole 
array of hothouse flowers are shown. 
Flowers, feathers, ribbons and metal or- 
uaments will be mingled promiscuously 
on all tho millinery. Orchids, some of 
them so largo that it will bo impossible 
to put more than one on a bonnet, are 
seen so trno to nature that one must ad-

mire their clever handiwork, I saw 
ono elegant little white chip, with a reg- 
ular plant c;;lled 'Mack in tlie pulpit" 
set upon the front in a foundation of 
black laco. White chip luul Icgliorn 
straw will bo tho finest of tho straws, 
but thero will also ho a largo number 
of laco and open woric straw for both 
hats and bonnets. 

Tho bell crowned liats and high stock 
neckties for tho men seem to e;ill for 
something to correspond among the wo- 
men, and so they have adopted enor- 
mous bows aud long ends trimmed with 
laco. These are made of cheuoy or 
moire ribbon from 8 to 10 inches wide, 
and tho ends are about three-quarters of 
a yard long to tho end of the lace. I 
do not know yet whether they will be- 
come popular, though certainly some 
will wear tlu^m. Don't think you can 
make thoiu at Jiome — for, simple as they 
look, tliero is a something about them 
unattainable to amateur fingers.

The 
band around tho wrist is from 1 to 8 
inches wide and is ornamented with 
rows of fancy stitching. These gloves 
aro not tho shapeless things that the 
workers are paid cents a gross to sew, 
but they aro cut and made with as much 
attention and care as kid gloves, and 
the result is a glove as perfect as tho 
most fastidious could desire, liglit and 
flesiblo for warm days, when kid would 
bo a burden. They come in nil the latr 
est tints and colors.

Hon. Mr Bbavek took the point; of order 
that the bouoe could not go into docnmittee 
of supply without a motion that tho Speaker

Afr.pr lurtnor diduueBim , the item paasod 
at 8:5;i, 'Ihe other iLonia relating to the 
public dob; piaaod without diaouaaion; so 
did thoao under "Civil government aalories" 
for the Lieiiteuant-U jvornoi's ofhoo and tho 
Premier. Oj tho item for the salary of the 
Provincial Secretary, Hon. .Mr, Ueaven ob- 
jected to votinff salaries for which there wore 
no ministers, but said he would let this one 
pass and raise his objection on the vote for 
the Minister of Education. 

On tho appropriation for the finance and 
agricultural department, Mr. Kitchen took 
exception to the agricultural statistics pub- 
lished by tho department, which he consid- 
ered were useless and misleading. Mr. 
Semlio also objected to the eniploymont of 
a collector, holding that the information 
should be obtained through the government 
agents. Mr. Hall spoke in defence of tho 
employment of a Bpecialiat for this pnrpnee, 
and Hon, Mr, Davie showed how vahiiib'o 
the information oollcotod by tho atatiaticirin 
had been to the province, particularly when 
his reports had so forcibly called the atten- 
tion of the farmers to the largo amount of 
produce being imported, which they might 
raise in the province. The item passed at

The vote of §1,000 for the salary of a min- 
ister of education and immigration was ob- 
jected to by Mr. Kitohei.,, on the ground 
that an extra miniater who ia not rcijuired 
ia thuB provided for. Mr. Ander- 
son made a forcible epeech advo- 
cating the encouragement of Britiah 
farm laborers to come and aettle here, oven 
if the provinco has to set them up with a 
small farm and houae. He held that 10,000 
farm laborers could be thus provided for on 
Vancouver island at present, and that these 
men would mike their living on the land 
from the very commencement. 

Hon. Mk. Davie siid he did not quite 
agreo with this contention, because he' 
thought that when the government were in 
a position to put people on land, enough 
liborers would bo found in tho province, or 
would come here of their own aooord from 
Eastern Canada and elsewhere without en 
couragement. He showed, however, that 
the . government in all its legisla- 
tion had kept in view tho encour- 
agement) of the laboring and other 
agricultural classes, and had pursued the 
most liberal policy in opening up roads aud 
traile, thousands of miles of which had been 
built by thia government and its immediate 
predecesaora.in contrast to tho policy adopt- 
ed by the party of the leader of the opposi- 
tion when in power, ^fr, Anderson ex- 
nlained later that he did not mean aaoIil^J 
immigration, but aaaiatanco in clearing tho 
land for those who come. He advocated the 
clearing of land by tho government in con- 
venient locations, and letting this out in 
small holdinga. In a diacursive debute 
which followed all tho mcinbera of tho oppo- 
sition advocated striking out the item, and 
at 11:15 Mr, Kitchen handed in an ameud- 
mont to that effect. 

At 12:25 lampa were provided for the 
chairman and for the minister of finanoe, in 
anticipation of the disappeikranoe of the 
electric light. 

The ocmmtttee bad not risen when the 
Colonist went to press.

'Brad8treet% aud Dan's Beports for

BnsiuesB Failures. 

New Youk, V^h. 23 — Sterling exchange 
is strong with an active business in bankers' 
billa at '1 8Gi to -l SO'i for sixty days, and 
4.8SJ to 4 88S for demand. The "shorts" 
in the industrials rushed to cover at the 
opening of busiaess this morning, on ad- 
vices from \\ aahington indicating that tho 
sugar Bchodule would bo revised by tho 
Seouto when the Wilson bill comes up be- 
fore it. The stock bounded up 1§ to SOJ. 
General Electric • rose 10 to 28i, and the 
other active stocks I J to IJ per 
cent. The market oulaide of the in- 
dustrials was quiet throughout, and 
tho not changes A'ore oonfiued to the frac- 
tions. The dullness excited comment in 
view of tho developments in the silver and 
grain maikate, and can bo accounted for 
only by the fact that operators are deter- 
mined to keep their hands off until some- 
thing definite ia knowa regording tho tariff 
»nd income tax lows. Silver broke all 
records again, falling to 27i pence 
per ounce in London. In the local 
market commercial bar fell to 
59^j, and Mexican dollars, at 48^. In or> 
diuary times a " break " snob as to-day's 
would have turned things topsyturvy In 
Wall street. The "stump" in London 
wag aacribad to liquidatione by a defeated 
" bull " poo', who bought the metal on the 
idea that the Indian government would im- 
pose an import duty -on silver. Over-pro- 
duotion and the withdrawal of the United 
States as a purchaser were also given us 
reaaona for the " break." This drop 
might have had some effect, had 
it not been for fairly largo pur- 
ohasea of wheat for Weatoru account, 
which not only strcDgthoned tho price of tho 
product ))ut prevented tho "beara" from 
folljvving up their tactica of the past week 
or ten d.iya in tho Grangers. The rise in 
foreign exchange nlao fell fUt ao far aa tho 
atock market is concerned. In the after- 
noon there waj a decline in Chicago Gas of 
IJ to 02J. The active liat fell off in sympa- 
thy, but tho deoline, in no case, waa 
equal to a full point. Now York Central 
and American Sugar made tho largest leases 
outside of 0"ts. New York Central was 
weak on tho talk of cuttinc eaatbound rates 
and poor oarninga, Near tho close Sugar 
was taken in hand once moro and mored up 
to 8.'i.)!> end us a result the market left 
off firm.

The recant advance in 
iron and atcel prioea, bised on a more 
active demand for these inetala haa been too 
rapid evidently, and not only the demand 
but the recently advanced pricea have gone 
oil', steel billets reacting from SIC to §15 50 
and Beaaemor pig being shaded. The recent 
firmncaa in wire and nails haa disappeared, 
and while thero ia little doubt a moderate 
improvement will be maintained in this lino 
Cf industry during the year, the beginnings 
are likely to be halting. The improved 
sales of cotton goods at eastern and 
western cities are accompanied with the 
explanation that they are duo to a cub !n 
priccSi an outcome of which, in New Eng- 
land, is in some instance the reduced wages 
of the operatives. Print olotfas are Iow«r 
and tho demand for woollens is as slow as 
heretofore. The prices in woollen goods are 
shaded, which results in a slight increase in 
tho volume distributed, while tho exports of 
wheat (flour included as wheat), both coaatp, 
United States and Canada, amount to only 
l,7;!0,uOO buahela, compared with 2,005,000 
hushola last week. Thero ia more 
encouriigement in our report that the avail- 
able tupply of wheat in the United States 
and Canada, allotit for and in Europe, de^ 
creased not 1,837,000 bushels last week, aa 
oontraated with a not increase of 1,237,000 
buahela tho week before. BradalreeL'a eati- 
mato of the probable reserves of wheat in 
farmers' [hands on March 1, 1894 (with 
alloivances for an under-(.stimato by the 
Government in its reports of the last three 
wheat crops), tho qunntitica eaten, planted 
and exported, being calcnUted on the 
customary basis, indicates a total so held 
of 129,000,000 buahela. Tho moat encourag- 
ing feature of the week ia a report from 
Chicago that while the storo business haa 
fallen off, tho order business haa increased 
very largely, so that tho total value of tran- 
sactions in Btoplo lines ia fully equal to that 
of one year ago. There are 235 failures re- 
ported throughout tho United States, 
"gainst 288 laat week and 202 in the same 
week a year ago, and 2'27 two years ago. 
The iiidustrial tendencies follow tho 
iudiostioDB of tho preceding woek, 
eight resamptions of manufadturing estah- 
lishments being reported since Saturday 
last to one ahut doivn. Only a moderate 
vohiiiio of buainess is reported from Toron- 
to, being practically no change from tho 
Week bcfuru. Produce is dull at Montreal, 
trilling gains being reported iu hardware 
and groceries. Fifty throu failures arc re- 
ported from Oiinadii, thin week, nj;uinat 17

keep hands at work for a time are given t.nd 
accepted, This week business is in- 
crooBing but in aomo instances decreasing, 
without affording reaaonablo indications of 
the future. Pricea are again greatly de- 
pressed, as low or lower than over in wheat, 
silver and manufactured products, and 
neither cotton, wool nor raw iron have ad- 
vanced. The -^glutted money mar- 
kets oontiaue to show that the 
volume of busioeBB {a inadequate 
to employ the circulation available and 
the withdrawal of about $26,000,000 from 
tho New York maiket by the sale of Gov- 
ernment bonds, does not cause the expected 
strengthening of ratos. With gradually 
decreasing shipments of morohandlso to 
other countries, foreign exchango rises, nud 
some exporta of gold arc expected. Tho 
volume of domeatic trade dues not seeni to 
increase. Iu all tho clearing houoo pay. 
ments, tho increiiso ia -l-J G per cent, for 
the woek againat 37 8 for the previoua Week, 
and about ?,1 5 per cent, for tho month. 
Thus far the railroad tonnago eaat-bound 
stiowB a deoroaao for February of 38 2 per 
cent, in earninga of railwayo. The deoreaae 
is smaller for the second week of February, 
being 15.2 per cent., and for the first Week 
10 G per cent., against 12 3 per cent, for 
January. Tho decrease in receipts on the 
trunk linos, nearly 12 per cent., and on the 
Granger and Southwostoru roads l-l to 21 
per cent., is greater than for the 
flrat woek of tho month. Hesitancy and 
uncertainty still ohiiracterizs tho nionoy 
market. Tho industrial changes have been 
fow, but a littlo hotter demand for aomo tcx 
tile gooda haa started moro niilla than have 
atopptd. Tho shipments of boots and ahoca 
for tho week show a decrease of 21 8 per 
cent, and for the month 19 per cent, agaiuat 
20 2 in January. Buyers are doing very 
little, but in tho cheaper goods mosb of the 
factories are are at work, though not with 
tho fall number oL bands.
